Mention has frequently been Jewish communities 
in certain parts of Asia, which various well-defined  adminis- 
trative functions. At Grar-Daja, a town .n Northern Africa, in the territory of 
the Kabyles (now incorporated in Algeria), there isa Jewish congregation, the 
only one in the land, which during the time of the independence of the region, 
practically enjoyed complete civil autonomy. 
numerous—it does not reach 300—but the congregation was already in existence 
long before the religion of Islam obtained a footing on the soil of Northern 
Africa. The taxes which the Jews had to pay to the town were fixed every 
six years. As they were exempt from military service, they were able to 
divide their time between their worldly affairs and the service of the Almighty. 
Many Jews, however, frequently voluntecred for service, and in their ranks were 
often to be seen their female relatives, who fought by their ranks. The Jewesses 
ef Gar-Daja are even now a race of hardy amazons. The community until lately 
possessed four synagogues ; but cne of them has been converted into an arse nal, 
Their chief was termed the Sheikh, and in Hebrew 335 or ANN. He was as- 
sisted by six representative men, two of whom were Rabbis, two merchants, and 
the other two were police functionaries. This Council formed the Court. of 
Justice which decided all cases, civil and criminal, and had thie power to ordet 
any punishment, that of death not excepted. Incases where the extreme penalty 
of the law had been incurred an appeal was allowed to the State ‘Tribunal. — In 
complicated cases judgment was gencrally pronounced by the Sheikh, always in

The recent centenary of Frederick the Creat. has revived an aneedote in 
which the King, who ished ry body to be happy afte r his own fashion, fern 
as deciding a question of ritual, A Jewish merchant, who had felt the necos- 
sity of having his beard shaved, was threatened py his Rabbi with a seriou 4 
punishment if he repeated the offence. Fearing that the threat would be carried 
mto execution, the delinquent brought the circumstance to the notice of his free- 
thinking Sovereign, in the hope of obtaining a decision in his favour. Instead 
of acting in this manner, Frederick wrote on the edge of the memorial: “ The 
Jow P——- will let me and his beard alone.” It is needless to say that both 
orders were faithfully carricd out. Of more practical interest connected with 
the centenary was an exhibition at Berlin of books, documents, oflicial orders, 
portraits, &c., of the period of the Seven Years’ War.

THE ATTEMPTED EXPULSION OF MR. SAMUEL MONTAGU, M.P. 


FROM RUSSIA, 


Mr. PuLeston asked the Under Secretary of State for Foreign Athairs 
whether it was true that an honourable member of this [louse, now travelling in 
Russia, was deprived of his passport, and ordered to leave Moscowin twenty 
four hours: and, if BO, whether any repre sent ition eoul 1 be made to the tussl in 
authorities ? 

Mr. MonracGu said before the question was anawered, as it evidently referred 
to him, he should like to make an explanation. An order was issued by the police 
of Moscow that “the Jew Montagu ” should quit that city within twenty-four 
hours. No question had been put to him in Russia as to his religious belief, 
but he afterwards found that at Warsaw the matter had been previ sty deci lead 
for him by the police, who attached to his passport a document in Russian per 
mitting him to visit such places only as were allowed to be visited by Jew 8. Not 
understanding a word of Russian, he carried the document with him to Moscow 
(alaugh)., Consequently he got a peremptory order to leave, notwithstanding 
that his passport stated he was a Member of Parliament. Ile ment ned the 
matter to a friend, who assured him that the order would not be enforced ; but 
he left the city 48 soon as practicable (laughter). 

Sir J. Fercusson said the question bad now been answered. Ife could only 
add that no complaint had reached the Foreign Office, and therefore, they c ald 
not address the lfussian Government on the Sib) 4

The burial place referred to, which formerly belonged to the Hambro’ Syha- 
gognue, contains the remains of some of the most 1 syn ted members of our community 
and yet it was permitted to be covered with hich grass, weeds, and other rubbish 
to be without a path, except near the entrance, so that great difficulty was experienced 


in discovering the grave stoves -—-to have neither system Por order observed

one in charge capable of giving information, and in short to present the appearance 
of no thought being bestowed on that sacred spot, 

As I wrote to Dr, Asher, I revard such a state of affairs as amounting almost 
toa desecration of the dea‘. 

When the United Synagogue took possession ofall the property of the metro. 
politan synagognes, it assumed the rv sponsibility of the proper maintenance of eve ry- 
thing ¢ mnected with those bodies, 

Although South Hackney Cemetery is not in a fashionable district, still it wil! 
be acknowledged that it must not be allowed to continue in adisereditable conditi nm 

The mest effective mode of having abnses corrected is by means of publicity 
given by the Press,and notwithstanding that legal and other measures may be at 
our disposal to compel the authorities to discharge their duties, I venture thus to

It ought to be sufficient for members and candidates 
that they have an opportanity in eynagogue of respectively seeing and showing the 
qualifications of applicants. It is hardly in keeping with the dignity that ought to 
attach to a minister's ollice that reverend gentlemen should assume the re/c of 
pushing agent: for patents and spen! all their available time in trying to persuade 
members that they are better qualified than other candidates, Nor is it consistent 
with what cought to be taught as morality that they should encourage members to 
pledges which the donors know,and the recipients often have vood reason to suspect, 
will be inevitably broken, If the secret history of a recent election to one of the most 
prominent positions in the Jewish ministry were made public, it would be found that 
no less than 5 or 6 of the candidates were entitled to election by the promises of the 
majority of the congregation! Whether the elected mini+ter devoted his inaugural 
sermon to the subject of truthfulnees and whether the rejected candidates went home 
to set an example of modesty totheir flocks I do not know, but I have a very decided 
opinion as to what onght to have been the case, I do hope that for the future 
ministers thems lves will recognise what is due tothe profession to which they and 
I belong and by agreeing to abstain from canvassing enhance the pleasure of the 
promotion of the successful candidate and vecure to the unsuccessful the consolation 
of having maintained their own dignity,

We have now arrived at the second part of our subject and have to treat more 
particularly of the work itself, its characteristics, its scope and aims, and the value 
of its teachings, 

The Targum of Onkelos is an e sentially popular exposition. This is the key 
to its interpretation, In the classic words of Luzzatto: AW Ys ON 
‘The Targum was composed for the laity, not for 
scholars.” This view ix disputed by Berkowitz, Dr, Adler and Berliner. They con- 
sider that the delicacy of the translation in many parts is such as could only appeal 
to the refine] taste of scholars, and that therefore the work was intended not less 
for the learned than for the ignorant. But Luzzatto’s view may be defended. I 
was just the unlettered hearer who was liable to misunderstand the purport of the 
Scriptural readings, and with regard to whom the most scholarly carefulness was 
needed in dealing with the Sacred Text. In fact a Targum was only required for 
the masses, ‘on whose account the institution was called into existence, The 
student of the Academy was independent of it. It is not unlikely, therefore, that 
Onkelos kept in view exclusively the necessities of the unlearned majority, in the 
composition of his work. To this main principle, Luzzatto adds, as a subsidiary 
atatement,that the work was further composed with referenc: 
non-Jews who were in the habit of frequenting the synagogue 
listening to the expositions of Scripture in the vernacular. The translation was 
accordingly framed ro as to be attractive to the non-Jewish car. Wordsand phrases
